GREECE ENTERS WAR 
ON SIDE OF ENTENTE 


Breaks Off Relations;With the 
Teutonic Empires 


Athens.—The Greek Government has 
broken diplomatic relations with Ger- 
many, Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria and 
Turkey. 


Paris.—Telegraphing from Athens

Ancient People Created Wonders 
of Architecture. 


Ruins Found In South America Dis- 
close Amazing Facts Regarding 
Vanished Civilization. 


Amazing and absorbing interesting 
facts concerning the builders of the 
wonderful city of Machu Picchu, the 
ancient Incus, are given in a corn- 
munication to the National Geograph- 
ic society by Prof. Hiram Bingham, 
director of the Peruvian expedition of 
1915, sent out by the society and Yale 
university. The ruins of this great 
center of a vanished civilization was 
discovered by Professor Bingham and 
his party after they hud been lost for

Fortifications construct- 
do with salients and re-cntrant angles 


}so as to admit of lateral fire were not 


uncommon. 


They had no machinery and did not 
iron or steel. They used levers 
ind inclined planes. They also made 
huge fiber ropes, out of which they 
‘constructed long suspension bridges. 
They thought nothing of handling 
lecks of stone Weighing five tons and 
upwards. Indeed, there are numerous 
stones that weigh over fifteen tons, 
which were fitted together with a skill 
that has amazed all beholders.

You may think of the war nursing 
service as a pyramid. The apex, which 
alone comes in contact with the fight- 
ing forces, is the small group of pro- 
fessional nurses. Behind these comes 
a slightly smaller group of nurses’ 
uids, nonprofessional women selected 
from the Red Cross training classes, 
who will have charge of the house 
keeping arrangements of the hospitals, 
and who will ulso to some extent be 
perinitted to give nursing attention to 
soldiers in convalescent homes and 
camps, says the Red Cross Magazine. 

But the base and most of the super- 
structure of the pyramid are the tens 
of thousands of capable women every- 
where in the United States—in the big 
cities and the small towns and on the 
farms—who will keep the small pro- 
fessional service supplied with hospital 
necessities, attending in various capac- 
ities to their manufacture, collection, 
packing and shipment to central de 
pots.
